25X1A (1) Comment: These trucks were driven by night to the Austro~Hungari an border 
whore they were disassembled and loaded on Hungarian vans which hauled them across 
the border, They were then reassembled and driven into Budapest. Juscnimeschtrans 
employees followed this nrocedure to evade Austrian Government restrictions on the 
axport of assembled vehicles. 


(2) [EBB Comment: This sugar was manufactured from sugar beets which were shioved 
some time ago from the Eastern zone of Germany to Austria for refining, 


(3) MEM Comment: The soviets at first refused to forward this shipment unless 
tha supplier revealed the origin of the scrap. But the supplier offered to pay 
Juschwneschtrans such a large shipping fee that the Soviet officials agreed, to 
despatch the shipment without further question. 


(4) BE connent: For several months Juschmeschtrans has been despatciing repular 
o5X1A  ~+«oshipments of coal duty-free from Poland to USIA; see PE ooement 5.
